lt is the desire of the sub-committee 
of the cabinet to get a report from 
Hon, Dr. W. J. Roche, chairman of 
the Civil Service Commission, who has 
been conducting an inquiry into the 
grievances of the letter carriers at 
Winnipeg. 
Members of the cabinet in attend- 
ance at today’s conference included 
Hon. A. K. MacLean, chairman of the 
ub-committee; Sir Thomas White, 
Hon. J, A. Calder, Hon. P, E. Blondin, 
postmaster-general, and Hon. Senator 
Gideon Robertson. 
The conference with the representa- 
tives of the federated letter carriers, 
whose grievances were (he cause of 
the recent strike, occupied the greater 
part of the afternoon; the postal 
clerks and mail clerks being heard 
later. The letter carriers’ deputation 
Included W. A. MacDonald, president 
of the federated letter carriers, Ham- 
ilton; Alex. MeMordie, secretary and 
treasurer, Toronto; P. R. Menard, 
president of the Montreal branch; 
Max Wellman, vice-president of the 
Toronto branch; A, D, Campbell, sec- 
retary of the Edmonton branch; A. 
Lapointe and J, E, Fauteaux, of the 
Ottawa branch, and Dr, Sheard, M.P., 
South Toronto. 
The postal clerks’ deputation was 
headed by A. Jacques, of Montreal, 
president of the postal clerks’ associa- 
tion, and Wm, Cantwell, vice-presi- 
dent of Ottawa. This delegation, it is 
inderstood, expressed the views of the 
postal clerks employed in all the city 
postoffices east of Port Arthur The 
ministers were informed that there is 
a strong undercurrent of feeling 
among the postal clerks which had 
been with difficulty restrained during 
the strike of letter carriers in western 
cities. The'feeling was due to the 
continued postponement on the part 
of the government of reforms pro- 
posed from year to year by the Do- 
minion Postal Clerks’ association. 
Chief Claims Presented 
The chief requests presented to the 
government were: 

1. The extension of the benefits of 
the provisional allowance granted last 
session to all employees of the postal 
service whether married or single, or 
whether with or without dependents. 

2. The extension of the living al- 
lowance of $180 per annum, which the 
postal clerks west of Port Arthur have 
enjoyed for a number of years, to 
their confreres east of Port Arthur. 

During the course of the interview, 
it was stated b@ the representatives of 
the postal clerks that the recent dis- 
turbance In the west, which tempor- 
arily paralyzed the postal service, 
might be repeated in the east uniess

| MUST POST UP 
LIST OF PRICES 


‘*Moderation’’ Requested by Gov- 
ernment in Amount Included 
as Salaries 


OTTAWA, August 6.— Regulations 
regarding the importation, sale and 
delivery of coal have been issued by 
the fuel controller. Among other 
things they require that every coal 
dealer post ina prominent place in his 
office a conspicuous typewritten or 
printed notice containing a list of 
prevailing list prices of all classes and 
sizes of coal handled by him, including 
discounts if any, In calculating over- 
head charges to determine the price 
of coal, dealers are required to exer- 
cise moderation in the amount they 
include as their own salaries. In this 
connection the regulations state: 

“Salaries and expenses to officers 
or partners are not to be igcreased 
over those prevailing during the year 
1914 at a greater rate than salaries 
in other lines have increased. A dealer 
may charge his business with his own 
salary, but a reasonable rate only.” 

Dealers conducting a retail as well 
as a wholesale business are required 
to apportion their overhead expenses 
and fixed charges to each branch, and 
this apportionment must be a reason- 
able comparison with the average 
overhead expenses and fixed charges 
of dealers who are engaged entirely 
in retail or entirely in the wholesale 


business.

Veterans Hold Demonstrations In 
Toronto To Protest Against 
Police Action. 


Toronto, Aug. 6—Developments here 
yesterday in connection with the re- 
cent disturbances centered mainly 
around T. G, Mathieson, a customs 
house employee, who was arrested on 
a charge laid under the War Measures 
act, when, with several hundred people 
he attempted to interview ° Mayor 
Church at the city hall this morning. 
Mr. Mathieson, during recent years, 
has taken a lively interest in civic and 
labor troubles. 

On Sunday night he addressed a 
larece gathering and it is alleged urg- 
ed strong-handed methods in dealing 
with grievances of returned soldiers. 

-raphic reports of a speech made 
by him in Queens park this morning 
were taken for the police. 

Returned soldiers and others to the 
number of several thousands held de- 
monstration meetings today at Queens 
park and again at the city hall to pro- 


The gathering also 
demanded the release of the men now 
hela in custody. Both Major E. B. 
Osler and Inspector Dickson are re- 
ported to have told them that no riot- 
ers were being held at either police 
station or at the military guard hous- 
es, Investigations conducted by Col. 
H. C. Bickford, oMcer commanding 
this district, into the disturbances on 
Friday and Saturday evening tend to 
show that the great majority of the 
men implicated in the lawlessness were 
civilians. 

The officer commanding had receiv- 
ed reports today from all the com- 
manding officers of the various bar- 
racks, and these showed that the order 
confining the soldiers to barracks had 
been well carried out. 


23 ARE INJURED BY 
EXPLOSION AND FIRE 
ON TANK STEAMER 


NEW YORK, Aug. 6—Explosion of 
a gas tank late today aboard a British 
steamer injured twelve laborers who 
were loading the vessel at a Brooklyn 
pier. Fire which followed brought 
injury to eleven firemen and damaged 
the craft to such an extent that it is 
feared she will sink. Several of the 
injured may die. 

A sudden lurching of the steamer 
rolled the gas tank along the deck to 
an open hatch and when the tank 
dropped into the hold, the explosion 
followed, The ship was towed to deep 
water and was still burning at a late 
hour, despite tons of water poured 
into her by fireboats. 


ELEVEN TORONTO 
BAKERIES CLOSED 


OTTAWA, Aug. 6—Eleven bakeries 
in Toronto which failed to comply 
with the regulations of the Canada 
Food Board, prohibiting the baking of 
bread on the sole of the oven have 
been closed by suspension of their 
licenses for seven days from midnight 
of Wednesday, August 7. 

By baking bread on the sole of the 
oven, there is a loss of 30 pounds of 
bread from every barrel of flour.

EN STRANDED 
ON SCOW NEAR 
BRINK OF FALLS 


In Momentary Danger of Perish- 


ing at Niagara—Attempt at 
Rescue Fails 


NIAGARA FALLS, Ont., Aug. 6.— 
Two workmen are stranded tonight on 
a sand scow 1,000 feet above the 
Horseshoe falls and in momentary 
danger of being swept over the brink 
of the cataract. The scow was swept 
down the river late this afternoon, 


{when it broke away from a tug. 


Within 1,000 feet of the brink and 
about the same distance off the Cana- 
dian shore, the barge swung broad- 
side of the stream and lifted up on a 
shelving ledge of rock, where it sway- 
ed momentarily and then held fast. 

The fire departments from both 
sides of the river were called out and 
the life saving crew was brought up 
in a truck from Youngstown. Just 
after dark a line was shot across the 
wreck and later, with the aid of 
searchlights, an effort was being made 
to send the breeches buoy out to the 
wreck, 

The first attempt to send the 
breeches buoy to the men marooned 
on the sand scow above the falls end- 
ed in failure shortly before midnight 
and it was said all further efforts to 
rescue the men would be abandoned 
until daybreak. Searchlights were 
playing on the wreck all night to en- 
courage the men. 


FREE GRAZING 
FOR REINDEER IS 
BEING DISCUSSED 


OTTAWA, Aug. 6—The granting of 
permits for free grazing privileges for 
reindeer on an area of approximately 
76,000 square miles in the northern 
part of Manitoba and a part of the 
Northwest Territories, is under con- 
sideration by the government accord- 
ing to the last issue of Canada Gazette. 
. The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the privy council by the 
minister of the interior after receiving 
an application for free grazing privil- 
eges, for a period of thirty years from 
the North American Reindeer com- 
pany, of South Bend, Indiana, It is 
péinted out by the minister that the 
introduction of reindeer into Alaska 
by the United States has resulted in 
an assured food supply for the natives 
and efficient means of transportation 
and that within recent years a con- 
siderable quantity of reindeer meat 
has been available for export to 
Seattle and other Pacific coast points. 

The northern areas of the North- 
west Territories, it is considered, are 
exceptionally suitable for reindeer and 
the minister states that besides in- 
creasing Canada’s meat supply the 
cultivation of reindeer herds would 
provide a means of transportation 
which would tend to an eflective ex- 
ploration of inaccessible parts of the 


country. 


RECORD BREAKING 
CONTRACT FOR ARMY 
CLOTHING IS SET 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—The British gov- 
ish government has let contracts to 
British manufacturers for military 
clothing to refit 2,000,000 American 
soldiers, according to dispatches from 
Glasgow to the Central News. 

This order, which breaks all records, 
is in addition to contracts under exe- 
cution for the French and _ British ar- 
mies..

HEAD OF OTTAWA 
G.W.V.A., RESIGNS 


Wants to Speak Freely Against 


Men in Uniform Criticizing 


Superiors 
OTTAWA, Aug. 6.— Colonel L. F. 
Pidgeon, president of the Ottawa 


branch of the G.W.V.A., tonight re- 
signed from that position, refusing at 
a largely attended. meeting of mem- 
bers of the branch to remain in office, 
i ‘I must put the cause of my country 
before that of the Great War Veterans 
Association,” stated Colonel Pidgeon, 
who is head of the soldiers’ estates 
branch of the militia department, 

“My own conviction is that a man 
in uniform should not hold office in 
the G.W.V.A. or any other organiza- 
tion, 

“After the scenes at the Toronto 
convention, I believe the Adjutant- 
General's department should prohibit 
any man in uniform criticizing his 
superiors. It is the greatest breach 
of military discipline.” 

Colonel Pidgeon said he was about 
to make a recommendation to the 
deputy minister of militia about this 
matter and felt he could do it better 
as a private citizen than as president 
of the Great War Veterans branch 
here. The men who had once been 
heroes had proven themselves to be 
cowards, he said, in referring to re- 
cent incidents in Toronto. If such 
scenes as had recently, been enacted 
were continued it would compel people 
to take refuge in their homes and 
while eating their meals, have a shot- 
gun lying across the table. 

“There was only one result and that 
is terrorism," he declared,

VANCOUVER, Aug. 6.—The gov- 
ernment of Canada intends in future 
to institute proceedings under the 
Industrial Disputes Investigation act 
in cases where the act is violated, 
according to Hon, T. W. Crothers, 
minister of labor for Canada, who Is 
in the city for a few days. The minis- 
ter also inferred that the government 
was considering taking action against 
men who have been exempted from 
military service because of their em- 
ployment in essential occupations. 
Tens of thousands of men in Canada 
have been exempted from military 
service because they are engaged in 
essential occupations and because 
their exempiion was given practically 
on their promise to remain at that 
work. Therefore, where men are 
treated fairly and reasonably, and yet

Livestock Commissioner Deplores 
State of Matters in Viking 
District 


W. F. Stevens, live stock commis- 
sioner for the province of Alberta, 
has recently returned from a trip 


from Kdmonton to Viking and reports 
to have seen more of the frozen grain 
left standing than he had seen in the 
stack, Left standing until this stage, 
the value of the crop for greenfeed 
was largely gone and Mr. Stevens was 
seriously regretting the loss, He con- 
siders this one of the greatest menaces

that the only thing they had to guide 
them in that direction was the ex- 
perience of Lioydminster, which had 
later than this about 
They bought cattle and 
sheep and fed them on the frozen 
grain all winter; the cattle wintered 
splendidly and the calf crop was a 
g00d one, The sheep also wintered 
splendidly, but tn their case the lamb 
crop Was not successful; the lambs in 
most cases proving to be weak and 
sickly. 

Mr. Stevens Is very emphatic in the 
care that should be taken of the froz- 
en feed, In no case should it be baled 
before the middle of October, as it Is 
likely to mould Also, it will be very 
much improved if two to five pounds) 
of salt is added to every load when 
it is being put into the stack.
